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The Millis Town Office Building, built in honor of Lansing Millis in — 
the year 1886, served as a railroad depot, public library and office fon the 
Board of Selectmen when it first opened on January 1, 1887. 


In 1953, the railroad having discontinued any use of the building as _ 
a depot, and having turned over any rights they had in the property, the 
Town voted $16,500. to renovate, remodel and repair the building for 
additional town office use. 


In 1964, the second floor of the building was found unfit for library 
use as the weight of more than 12,000 books was considered a hazard. The — 
library was moved to 28 Exchange Street until the new public library was 
completed. 


In 94 years, the building has served the Town of Millis well, always 
housing a number of town departments. They have included the Police and 
Fire Dispatch Office, the Welfare Department, the Zoning Board of Appeals, 
Civil Defense, the Board of Health and Building and Wiring Inspectors. 


The Lansing Millis Memorial Building, better known as the Millis Town 
Office Building, currently houses the Board of Selectmen, the Town Clerk’s” 
Office, the Town Bookkeeper’s Office, the Planning Board and the Millis 
Historical Society. 


The building’s unique facade continues to attract historians. They 
question the origin of the unusual set-in-stones on the exterior of the 
building. Many of those stones were acquired through local donation by 
townspeople, while some forty stones were marked and sent by different 
railroads in memory of Lansing Millis and his profession.

Development: Any man-made change to improved or un- 
improved real estate, including but not limited to buildings 
or other structures, mining, dredging, filling, grading, paving, 
excavation or drilling operations located within the area of 
special flood hazard. 


Flood: A general and temporary condition or partial or 
complete inundation of normally dry land areas from: 


(1) The overflow of inland or tidal waters and/or 
(2) The unusual and rapid accumulation or runoff of 
surface waters from any source. 


Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM): The official map on 
which the Federal Insurance Administration has delineated 
both the areas of special flood hazards and the risk premium 
zones applicable to the community. 


Flood Insurance Study: The official report provided in 
which the Federal Insurance Administration has provided 
flood profiles, as well as the Flood Boundary-Floodway 
Map and the water surface elevation of the base flood. 


Floodproof : Watertight with walls substantially impermeable 
to passage of water and with structural components having 
the capability of resisting hydrostatic and hydrodynamic 
loads and effects of bouyancy,

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Habitable floor: Any floor usable for living purposes, which 
includes working, sleeping, eating, cooking or recreation or 

a combination thereof. A floor used only for storage purposes 
is not a “habitable floor”. 


Mean Sea Level (MSL): The mean surface water level deter- 
mined by averaging all stages of the tide over a 19-year 
period, usually determined from hourly height observations 
along an open coast. Expressed in feet, referenced to National 
Geodetic Vertical Datum of 1929. 


Mobile home: A structure that is transportable in one or 
more sections, built on a permanent chassis, and designed 
to be used with or without a permanent foundation when 
connected to the required utilities. It does not include 
recreational vehicles or travel trailers. 


New construction: Structures for which the “start of con- 
struction” commenced on or after the effective date of this 
ordinance. 


Start of construction: The first placement of permanent 
construction of a structure (other than a mobile home) on a 
site, such as the pouring of slabs or footings or any work 
beyond the stage of excavation. Permanent construction does 
not include land preparation, such as clearing, grading, and 
filling, nor does it include the installation of streets and/or 
walkways; nor does it include excavation for a basement, 
footings, piers or foundations or the erection of temporary 
forms; nor does it include the installation on the property 
of accessory buildings, such as garages or sheds not occupied 
as dwelling units or not as part of the main structure. For a 
structure (other than a mobile home) without a basement or 
poured footings, the “‘start of construction” includes the 
first permanent framing or assembly of the structure or any 
part thereof on its piling or foundation. 


Substantial improvement: Any repair, reconstruction, or im- 
provement of a structure, the cost of which equals or exceeds 
50 percent of the market value of the structure either:

Special Flood Hazard District (“SFH” District)

Purpose. The purpose of this district is to promote the public 
health, safety, and general welfare, and to minimize public and 
private losses due to flood conditions in specific areas by pro- 
visions designed: 


a. To protect human life and health; 


b. To minimize expenditure of public money for costly flood 
contro] projects;

. To minimize the need for rescue and relief efforts associated 
with flooding and generally undertaken at the expense of the 
general public; 


d. To minimize prolonged business interruptions; 


e. To minimize damage to public facilities and utilities such as 
water and gas mains, electric, telephone and sewer lines, 
streets and bridges located in areas of special flood hazard; 


f. To help maintain a stable tax base by providing for the sec- 
ond use and development of areas of special flood hazard so 
as to minimize future flood blight areas; 


g. To insure that potential buyers are notified that property is

h. To ensure that those who occupy the areas of special flood 
hazard assume responsibility for their actions; 


i. To promote the preservation of the natural flood control 
characteristics and the water storage capacity of the areas of 
special flood hazard;

. Definition. The “SFH” District is superimposed over any other 


district established by this by-law. This district includes the 
areas of special flood hazard, Zones A, A, - A3o identified by 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) in a 
scientific and engineering report entitled “Flood Insurance 
Study, Town of Millis, Norfolk County, Massachusetts’’, dated 
July 2, 1980, with accompanying Flood Insurance Rate Maps 
and is hereby adopted by reference and declared to be a part 
of this by-law. The Flood Insurance Study is on file at the 
Office of the Town Clerk, Town of Millis, County of Norfolk, 
Massachusetts. 
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3. Methods of Reducing Flood Losses 


a. Located within areas of special flood hazard established in 
Section XI.2. are areas designated as floodways. Since the 
floodway is an extremely hazardous area due to the velocity — 
of flood waters which carry debris, potential projectiles, 
and erosion potential, the following provisions apply: 


(1) Prohibit encroachments, including fill, new construc: 
tion, substantial improvements, and other development — 
unless a technical evaluation demonstrates that en- 
croachments shall not result in any increase in flood : 
levels during the occurrence of the base flood discharge. 


(2) If Section XI.3.b. (1) is satisfied, all new construction 
and substantial improvements shall comply with all 
applicable flood hazard reduction provisions of Section 
XI.6. “Issuance of Special Permit”. 


4. Permitted Uses. Land in the “SFH” District may be used for 
any purpose otherwise permitted in the underlying district 
except that: 


a. No building, wall, dam, or other structure shall be erected, 
constructed, altered, enlarged, or otherwise created or moved 
for any purpose unless a Special Permit from the Special 
Permit Granting Authority is issued. 


b. Dumping, filling, excavating, or transferring of any earth 
material within the District is prohibited unless a Special & 
Permit from the Special Permit Granting Authority is issued. : | 


c. No ponds or pools shall be created or other changes in 
watercourses for swimming, fishing, or other recreational 
uses, agricultural uses, scenic features, or drainage improve- 
ments, or any other uses unless a Special Permit from the 
Special Permit Granting Authority is issued. 


d. Proper operation and maintenance of dams and other water 
control devices are permitted uses under this section. 


e. Municipal use, such as water works, pumping stations and 
parks, is permitted under this section. 


5. Application for Special Permit 

a. A Special Permit shall be obtained before construction or 
development begins within any area of special flood hazard 
established in Section X1.3. above. Any person desiring a 
Special Permit for any use set out in Section XI.4. above 
within any “SFH” District shall submit an application to the 
Special Permit Granting Authority in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 40A of the Massachusetts General | 
Laws, as amended. The application shall be accompanied by 
plans of any construction and of the premises on which it 
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is to be situated. All plans shall show existing and proposed 
site features and major vegetation, existing and proposed 
finished ground contours at 2 foot intervals for the entire 
parcel or lot under consideration or within a minimum of 
200 feet of the proposed construction. All plans shall include: 


(1) _ elevation, in relation to mean sea level (MSL), of the 
lowest floor, including basement, of all structures; 


(2) _ elevation, in relation to mean sea level, to which any 
structure has been floodproofed; 


(3) certification by a professional engineer or architect, 
who is registered to practice by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, that the floodproofing methods for any 
non-residential structure meet the floodproofing criteria 
in Section XI.6. 


b. All applications for Special Permits shall include a descrip- 
tion of the extent to which any watercourse will be altered 
or relocated as a result of proposed development. 


c. Copies of the application for special permit shall be submit- 
ted to the Special Permit Granting Authority with accom- 
panying plans which shall also be sent to the Inspector of 
Buildings, Board of Health, Conservation Commission and 
Planning Board for their recommendations to the Special 
Permit Granting Authority. 


d. All such plans shall be certified by a Registered Land Survey- 
or and a Registered Professional Engineer who are registered 
= to practice by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


6. Issuance of Special Permit 


a. The Special Permit Granting Authority, after holding a public 
hearing, shall issue a permit under this section if it finds that 
the use of the premises will not endanger the health or safety 
of the occupants or of other land in any “SFH” District. 

In deciding applications for a special permit under this section, 
but without limiting the generality of the foregoing, the 
Special Permit Granting Authority shall assure: 


(1) That new construction or substantial improvement of 
any residential structure shall have the lowest floor, 
including basement, elevated to at least 2 feet above 
base flood elevation, and that the top of the founda- 
tion shall be at least 9 feet above this base flood 
elevation.

The act would limit local property taxes in the years 1981 through 1984 to 
the amount levied in the previous year increased by the percentage increase 

in personal income of the residents of the Commonwealth during the previous 
year. The local property tax limit could be exceeded to offset decreases in 
local aid, to cover shortages for prior years and to pay court judgments. Pen- 
sion and retirement allowances, payments to other governmental units, principal 
and interest on any indebtedness, unemployment compensation, amounts 
required to be raised as a condition of a state or federal grant, and costs for 
special education programs would be excluded from the property tax limit.

TAX RATE 


In late February of 1981 the State Bureau of Revenue certified our local 
tax rate for the current year at $59.00 per thousand of valuation. This repre- 
sents an increase of only one dollar. Considering that we had a decrease of 
$11.00 per thousand in the year prior and the impact of double digit inflation, 
one should appreciate the considerable efforts made by many to keep expenses 
to a minimum without cutting vital services.

_ NATURAL VALLEY STORAGE PROJECT, WETLANDS MANAGEMENT 
. POLICY 


The last phase of plans by the Army Corps of Engineers to obtain a total 
of 9,000 acres of land from many towns along the Charles River is underway. 
In 1974, the Corps proposed buying the swampland along the river, which acts 
' as a natural water storage area, for protection. A vital part of the program has 
_ been the acquisition of 2,346 acres in Millis. Millis has the largest amount of 
land to be purchased by the Corps in the sixteen-town area involved. Guidelines 
_ haye been established by Robert Graci and Henry Lewandowski for proposed 

management for Millis lands acquired by the Federal Government. We will 
continue to oversee the Natural Valley Storage Project in our community to 
assure the proper safeguards. 


INSURANCE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


Former Chairman Pete Bosse’s decision to leave the Insurance Advisory 
Committee was met with much regret, since he was there at its inception, and 
_ helped to guide us toward savings and changes in insurance for Millis. We are 
confident the members of the Insurance Advisory Committee, headed by John 
_ Purkis, will continue their research and recommendations to save money for 
_ the Town while providing adequate coverage. 


_ UPDATE ON SEWER CONNECTIONS 


, Sewer tie-in connections for Millis are still under constant consideration. 
_ There are alternative plans suggested by the State for Millis to pursue. Hope- 

_ fully, a State mandate to implement one of the plans will be funded by State 
_ and Federal grants. The current three alternatives consist of updating the 
_ €xisting Millis plant, which seems to be the most costly plan; a tie-in with the 
_ Town of Medfield, the long range consideration that has not moved forward: 
and a tie-in with Medway, still under consideration for cost effectiveness. Since 
_ we are working closely with the Department of Public Works, DEQE and the 
_ US. Environmental Protection Agency, we will be advised of sewer tie-in 
_ developments mandated for Millis, and the grant monies available for them. 


_ VOLUNTEER SERVICES AND PROGRAMS 


7 We are grateful to so many volunteers who enable us to run programs and 
| Services not funded by tax dollars. Our many liaison workers to local and out- 
_ 0f-town committees deserve recognition ior their fine contribution in time and 
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effort. They include Russ Chamberlain who recently resigned as liaison to the 

MBTA after attending meetings faithfully for over two years. He is still working — 
on the West Resource Recovery Council considering the possibility of a Millis 
tie-in to the Plainville Regional Waste Facility. 


Joseph Cassidy has volunteered to work as MBTA liaison for Millis and is 
continuing to pursue Millis’ attempt to withdraw as a member town of the 
MBTA. 


Robert Eaton is serving as Millis’ MBTA Consumer Advisory Board liaison. = 
As an MBTA daily commuter, he will be evaluating current situations and ; 
conditions. 


Martin Doliner — Ex Officio, William Botterman, Clifford Jestings, James 
Willey and Philip Bianchi, members of the Korean/Vietnam Memorial Committee, 
are nearing the completion of the memorial already installed on the library ; 
grounds. They have worked long and hard toward a fitting memorial for those 
who served during this conflict, and are now finalizing dedication plans. 


Former Selectman Charles Levine has held the position of designee to the 
Norfolk County Advisory Board matters for two years. His attendance in behalf 
of Millis at County meetings assures us a strong voice in determining our share 
of the County budget. 


DPW Commissioner Dom D’Eramo serves as liaison to the Joint Regional 
Transportation Committee and is Millis’ Metropolitan Area Planning Council 
representative.

Temporary offices for the HUD program were set up in Niagara Hall, The — 

administration of the program was assigned to the very capable Lois Hultzman, — 
Grants Coordinator and William Dean, Housing Rehabilitation Specialist. 


Our original goal was to rehabilitate as many homes as possible in the 
“target” area. We are proud to announce that 39 homes have been revitalized 
by work of all kinds. We, therefore, have met our goals, refurbished many 
houses and fulfilled requirements of the HUD program. 


This program is in its last stages in Millis, and we gained an expertise in 
this type of program that would certainly give us an excellent opportunity for 
receiving future grants. 


In addition, there is an added “plus” brought about by our HUD program. 
It has come to our attention that many other homeowners in the same area, 
motivated by this project, did some sprucing up on their own. 


Energy conservation and safety measures were major factors considered in — 
home rehabilitation.

Council of Arts and Humanities — 


We received a $1500 grant toward the restoration of our Niagara Hall 
mural from the Council of Arts and Humanities in the winter of 1979 that 
would cover half of the cost to complete the first stage of the mural renovation.

REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission is responsible for administration of the 
Massachusetts Wetland Protection Act and the Agricultural Preservation Act 
within the town. We are also working on acquiring land to be set aside for con- 
servation and on protection of our ground water resources. 


Under the Wetland Protection Act, the Commission has the authority to 
review all projects which might alter the wetlands including wet meadows, marshes, 
swamps, bogs, including flowing or standing surface and ground water areas. 

Any person who desires to alter these areas must file a Notice of Intent with 

the Commission which then holds a public hearing, determines the significance 

of the area, and then issues an Order of Conditions under which the work can or 
cannot proceed, The Act was designed to protect these areas from damage to 

the public and private water supply, flood control, storm damage protection, 
prevention of pollution and protection of fisheries. 


During 1980, the Commission received seven Notices of Intent for projects 
which might affect the wetlands. In all instances, public hearings were held. An 
Order of Conditions was issued in each case to direct the activities of these pro- — 
posed projects adjacent to wetlands. In one case, the Commission’s decision was — 
appealed by a citizen and Superseded by the State Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE) Order of Conditions. 


The Commission is also responsible for administration of the Agricultural 
Preservation Act which provides limited State funds for purchase of the develop- — 
ment rights to farmlands. Once the development rights are purchased, this land _ 
cannot be sold for other than agricultural purposes. The objective of the Act is 
to discourage the sale of farmland for residential and industrial development, 
During 1980, we started discussions with a number of farmland owners. We 
expect to submit our proposal for State purchase of these development rights 
in 1981. Our aim is to provide a greenbelt area within the town. 
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4 In light of the national problems encountered with disposal of chemical 

_ wastes and their seepage into ground water supplies, the Commission remains 

_ concerned with the protection of Millis’ extensive ground water resources. The 

_ first step in assuring the fitness of this water is an accurate study of the recharge 
_ areas. The Commission will request proposals from qualified engineering con- 

_ sultants to conduct this study in 198].

REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL 


During 1980, Millis joined the MBTA Advisory Board and several other 
cities and towns in a suit against the Governor challenging his authority to 
take-over the MBTA after it had run out of money. The Supreme Judicial 

‘Court heard argument but did not render its decision by the end of the year. 


In other new litigation matters during 1980, a suit was brought against 
the selectmen for their renewal of licenses for Novick’s Hotel. A sixth federal 
_ condemnation suit was brought against the Town in connection with the taking 
of land by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 


Two Appellate Tax Board cases were settled and one automobile accident 
case against the Town was dismissed. As a result of litigation initiated, in part 
by the Millis Board of Health, the Pleasant View Rest Home was closed. 


. Town Counsel rendered 16 formal written legal opinions and 57 oral legal 
_ opinions involving legal research to the various Town boards and personnel. 

| He also rendered counsel and advice to Town officials and employees on 
"numerous other occasions. Seventeen contracts were either drafted, revised, or 
‘feviewed by Town Counsel. Town Counsel attended most of the regular Select- 
"Men's meetings and several meetings of other Town Boards and personnel, 
‘cluding, but not limited to, the Board of Health, Board of Assessors, Board 
_of Appeals, Conservation Commission, and Police and Fire Station Addition 

| ‘Building Committee. Town Counsel assisted in a grievance hearing before the 
Personnel Committee and drafted and recorded numerous deeds, easements and 
liens. Town Counsel attended all Town Meetings and either drafted, revised, or 
‘teviewed all warrant articles. 


Town Counsel was appointed for a third year to the executive committee 
the Massachusetts Association of Town Counsel and City Solicitors, where 
the has been an active member since becoming Town Counsel for Millis.

MENTAL HEALTH 


Through its partnership with the Norfolk Mental Health Association, the 
town of Millis is able to guarantee its residents — children, youth and adults — 
_ access to an integrated network of quality mental health services. For example, 
the Cutler Counseling Center is a comprehensive mental health clinic sponsored 
‘by the Association in partnership with the state and local towns to provide a 
wide range of outpatient services to citizens who need them, at fees based on 
| their ability to pay. 


The Norfolk Mental Health Association is a private non-profit corporation, 
dedicated to the promotion of mental health, the prevention of mental illness, 
and the improved care and treatment of the mentally disabled. Millis and 11 
other towns comprise our health service area — Canton, Dedham, Foxboro, 
Medfield, Norfolk, Norwood, Plainville, Sharon, Walpole, Westwood and Wrentham. 


Among the major programs available to Millis residents are: CUTLER 
COUNSELING CENTER, an outpatient mental health center with a multi- 
disciplinary staff serving children, youth, adults and families; offering the tradi- 
tional services of intake, referral, diagnosis and treatment, as well as special 
ongoing groups (e.g. Widowed Lifeline, Recreational Gym, Social Rehabilitation), 
short-term groups (e.g. Stress Management, Divorce and Separation), and consul- 
tation and education to community agencies and area industries; NORFOLK 
_ CLINICAL CHILDREN’S CENTER, a therapeutic nursery school for emotionally, 
_ behaviorally or developmentally delayed children ages 3-7; CASE-AIDE PROGRAM, 
_ Offering trained volunteers who “befriend” and help patients both in and out of 
| Medfield State Hospital as well as victims of domestic violence within the com- 
“munity; Project HIRE, a comprehensive vocational rehabilitation facility for 
“Adults with emotional, developmental and/or physical handicaps offering compre- 
hensive diagnostic vocational evaluations, skill training, counseling, job placement 
and sheltered employment; COMMUNITY RESIDENTIAL SERVICES, a program 
Tecently established to help provide people with safe and dignified housing 
following discharge from Medfield State Hospital, to provide consultation and 
‘information regarding residential treatment and to design and implement commun- 
‘ity alternatives to inpatient hospitalization; COMMUNITY EDUCATION AND 
INFORMATION, an association-wide activity offering such public services as: 
“Publication of a newsletter and educational materials, provision of speakers for 
_ community activities and meetings, workshops and adult education programs 
; for parents, health providers and others, and consultation and education to 
peer community agencies. 


s Millis residents have increasingly used our services. During Fiscal Year 1980, 
Cutler Counseling Center served 91 families compared to 69 families the previous 
_ ‘Year — an increase of 32 percent. This case load represents 1,213 face-to-face 
ividual or family counseling hours; 436 group counseling hours to Millis 
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residents, at a cost of approximately $59,420; an additional 43% hours of : 
consultation services costing $1,730 was delivered to Millis schools and agencies. _ 
The town of Millis contributed $3,725.50 ($3,253 town taxes and $472.50 con- 
sultation and direct service) toward the cost of these services. An estimated 
$41,800 was paid by the clients or by third party insurers such as Blue Cross, 
Medicaid and commercial insurance. The estimated balance of $19,350 in costs 
represents services donated free to the residents of Millis. 


In the past fiscal year, the largest percentage of Millis cases were referred 
by institutions or agencies such as hospitals, clinics, schools or courts. Others 
were referred through friends, families, or community professionals such as 
physicians and clergy. The most common requests for help concern such problems 
as depression and anxiety, difficulties in marriage or family relationships, school 
or behavior related problems, adjustment difficulties, and alcohol or drug abuse. 


Activities of particular interest to Millis that occurred over the past year 
involve the following programs: 


. .The Child Development Team (Pre-School, Chapter 766, and Adolescent 
Services) provides direct services to Millis children and their families as 
well as indirect services to community professionals and agenciés. In FY 
1980 one hour weekly of free direct service or consultation time was 
allotted to the Millis schools. Much of this time has been used to consult 
on 766 Core Evaluations. The Child Development Team regularly consults 
with Millis nursery and day care teachers on “problem children”. This { 
work is vital to the early identification and prevention of serious mental 
health problems. 


. The unique Widowed Lifeline program provides supportive counseling and 
friendship for recently widowed residents of our catchment area. This 
service has proven to be quite valuable and is available to all Millis residents. 


. -The Case-Aide program which provides readjustment services for recently 
deinstitutionalized individuals, is also available to all Millis residents. In ‘ 
addition, the Case-Aide program provides valuable on-the-job training and — 
experience to the individual case worker. : 


The Norfolk Menta! Health Association is governed by a Board of Directonl 
composed of citizens from each town in our health service area. Millis is repres- P 


ented by Rita Congdon (C.C.D. Coordinator, St. Thomas the Apostle Church) of 
95 Acorn Street. 


Millis has traditionally participated in and funded comprehensive mental 
health services through the Norfolk Mental Health Association. Millis’ allocation 


50 cents per capita — in 1981 or $3,385 has not increased since 1974, despite 
nising costs carried by the Association. 


BOARD OF HEALTH AGENTS 


For the year, 1980, there were several miscellaneous complaints received 


and appropriate action taken where necessary including court action. 
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A busy year involved all three agents who spent many hours in the fields. 

_ Complaints were received at all hours, day and night. Due to the new State regu- 
‘ations, all complaints must be acted upon within 48 hours no matter how the 
complaints are presented. 


Eight septic system installation inspections were made plus 18 inspections 
for modifications of existing facilities. Some of these required re-inspections. 


Receipts sent to the town treasurer from the Board of Health totaled 
$3,896. 


NURSING SERVICE 


The Millis Board of Health is an official home health agency certified by 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health to provide nursing, physical 
therapy, occupational therapy and home health aide service to the residents of 

_ Millis. This agency is under the direction of the Board of Health. Policies are 
Set by the governing body with assistance from a nine-member Professional 
Advisory Committee. 


This agency provides home health service to persons in their homes under 
the direction of a physician who requests such service. Also provided are Board 
of Health services including testing for and surveillance of communicable diseases 
health education and counseling, prenatal and postnatal teaching and teaching 
for families of premature infants. Clinics for disease screening, health education 
and immunization are held regularly. During this year 546 individuals benefitted 
from such services. 


> 


Recent Federal and State regulations continue to have a substantial impact 
on the operation and continued certification of this agency. Proposition 2% will 
affect this board as it affects the Town of Millis. Changes will be made as needed 
to cope with these new requirements. 


Nursing visits increased 16% over the same reporting period last year. Please 
_ ‘S statistics at the end of this report. Extended hours, part of the new Medicaid 
tegulations, have been in effect for one year. All skilled services are now available 
' from 8:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. seven days a week. The cost-effectiveness of this 
Service is now being evaluated state-wide. 


; Nursing service portion of the Board of Health budget for fiscal year 1980- 
1981 was $61,510. Revenue returned to the town treasurer was $45,170 or 21% 
"higher than this period last year. This revenue represents payment from Medicare, 
71%; Medicaid, 22%; insurance, 5%; and private fees, 2% for skilled services 

_ provided. 


Highlights of programs presented this year was a Cancer Screening Clinic held 
in October, 1980, co-sponsored by the American Cancer Society and Oak Tree 
_ League. A Diabetes Detection Program was held with good response. 


: Long-range plans include studying ways to combine service with other pro- 
_viders for cost-effective health care delivery. Plans for this year include studying 
‘ unity needs and designing programs to meet these needs. 
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This agency cooperates with many community services including Council 
on Aging, King Philip Elder Services, Community Mental Health Liaison nurse 
from the Department of Mental Health and other health care facilities to provid 
optimum continuity of care.

BLOCK GRANT PROGRAM 


In 1979 Millis was the recipient of a federal grant of $250,000 to be © 
administered by the Town. The funding was to be made available, through 
grants and/or low interest loans to local homeowners to upgrade their propert 


The primary aim of the program has been to correct violations of the 
building code and potential violations, as well as to employ energy conservatic 
improvements wherever possible. 


Under the jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen, Lois Dates Hultzman 
was appointed Coordinator and William T. Dean as Rehabilitation Specialist. 
Mrs. Hultzman left the program in December to move to New York. 


Many applications were received for funding, however the “target” area 
was confined to a small circle around the center of Millis, and, as a result, 
many applicants were not eligible. We were able to provide help for every 
eligible applicant living within the target area. 


Of the 39 approved projects, 23 have been completed, 15 are in process 
and 1 is pending.

REPORT OF LIBRARY REPORT 


The inflated dollar and the prospect of budget cuts at national, state and 
local levels encourages all of us to look at our public service programs critically 
in terms of cost and effectiveness. 


One evaluative statistic which addresses both of these issues in public 
libraries is circulation data. What is the volume of business measured in the 
number of books circulated per capita? The Massachusetts Board of Library 
Commissioners issues an annual report which allows comparisons of all public 
libraries in the state. The 1979 report (available) lists the Millis Public Library i 
at 10.10 books circulated per capita, which is higher than all the area towns } 
of Dover, Medway, Norfolk, Bellingham, Holliston, Medfield, Foxboro and 
Franklin. Sherborn has a 1 book per capita higher circulation, but its per 
capita cost to its townspeople is twice that of Millis. Circulation figures do not 
measure the total quality, value, or usefulness of a public library, but are a ‘ 


strong indication of the impact the library has in the community. The statistics 
offered here indicate our library is well used. 


Another thought which emerges whenever money is very tight questions 
the need for both public and school libraries to exist in the same town. The 
tendency 1S tO assume more similarity than exists. The reality is that the Millis 
eae Library must provide and offer services to all ages with a wide variety 
of educational, social and interest backgrounds in the total 7000 population 
who read and/or visit the library on the 300 days and nights it is open. 
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In contrast, school libraries exist to supplement the educational program 

_ the school system offers, so are an integral part, not of the town’s services 
but of the school’s services. The school library must therefore be evaluated in 
terms of what it offers to its special population of 1400 students on the 180 
days and hours of the school year. 


That the public library also offers useful materials on evenings and 
Saturdays to elementary, high school and college students, for homework, 
school reports, and/or recreational or school-needs reading, is incidental to 
the main purposes of the public library.

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REPORT OF MBTA ADVISORY BOARD DESIGNEE 


The year 1980 has been one of turmoil for the MBTA, Advisory Board 
and the State Legislature. 


The Advisory Board approved a 1980 budget of $302 million which was 
4% above the 1979 budget figure. This was in line with cap put on local spend- 
ing by State government. 


However, the MBTA management chose not to spend at the approved } 
level of funding during 1980 and a financial crisis arose in November. 


The Advisory Board refused to allocate an additional $43 million to fund 
the MBTA through December 1980. The Governor then invoked his “emergency 
powers” in early December to keep the MBTA running using State and local 
funds. The judicial courts then ruled that the Governor had acted illegally in 
taking over the MBTA. 


As a last resort the State Legislature was called into emergency session 
in mid-December and a compromise bill was passed providing the additional 
$43 million. However, this bill also contained major reforms in the areas of 
management controls and union requirements. 


| 
It was apparent to the Advisory Board and the State Legislature that | 
changes had to be made if we were to avoid the same financial crisis in 1981. 

The year 1980 was a year of change for the MBTA and Millis played an 
active role. We will continue to play an active role as long as we are amember 
of the Advisory Board and until the MBTA becomes a viable alternative means 
of transportation. i

In January the Board accepted with regret the resignation of Theodore P, _

Amendments to the zoning by-laws were proposed in order for the Town 
to meet the requirements of the Flood Insurance Program. A request for pro- 
posals for professional services to assist the Planning Board in preparing the 
required amendments was advertised in the Milford Daily News on March 5, 
1980. Proposals were submitted by Anderson-Nichols and Camp Dresser & 
McKee Inc. On March 16, 1980 the contract was awarded to Camp Dresser & 
McKee Inc. The proposed amendments were adopted at the Annual Town 
Meeting. 


The Board was petitioned by Robert Quinn for consent to allow for 
reconsideration of an unfavorable decision of the Zoning Board of Appeals, 
to seek a variance of frontage requirements for a single family home at Lot 
No. 36, Spencer Street. Consent was granted by an affirmative vote of four 
members of the Planning Board. 


Ten approval not required plans were reviewed and endorsed by the 
Board.

The Professional Advisory Committee has met five times this year to 
offer assistance and direction to the Board of Health and to the Board of 
Health Nursing Service. 


The Study Committee appointed by the Town Moderator to research 


_ conclusions and, with Proposition 2%, many uncertainties exist in relation to 
the provision of community health care. 


Throughout each meeting the main topic of discussion was regionaliza- 
jon of nursing services. Regionalization with a larger agency would accomplish 
ed services between several smaller nursing agencies. 


Mrs. Ann McManus, Nursing Supervisor, kept the Committee well inform- 
of the activities of the Nursing Service. A Diabetic Detection Program was 

id April 10, an Immunization Program, May 1 and a Cancer Screening 
Program was held on October 22 and 23. There was evidenced a 14% increase 
im nursing visits, a 30-40% increase in physical therapy and an 8% increase in 
the use of the Home Health Aides.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 
The Millis Board of Public Works reorganized on May 7, 1980. Mr. 


_ Domenic E. D’Eramo was elected Chairman, Mr. Edward Cronin, Clerk and 
‘Mr. George DeAngelis, Third Member. 


Mr. Zygmunt Lewandowski, “Ziggy”, Landfill Custodian, retired in 


July of 1980, after many years of service to the Town. The Board of Public 
Works extends to Mr. Lewandowski, its best wishes upon his retirement and 
its appreciation for his many years of dedicated service. 


In responding to the needs of the community, the calendar year 1980 


proved, again, to be a productive and very busy one for the Millis Department 
of Public Works. In addition to the routine duties of our Department and 
Board (which encompasses Highway, Water, Sewer, Cemetery, Park, Tree, 
Insect/Pest Control and Sanitary Landfill) and the assistance rendered to 
yarious Town departments, boards and committees, the following major pro- 
jects/items were undertaken: 


Regulatory signs received through the efforts of the Millis Highway Safety 
Program were installed throughout Town. 


. The reconstruction of Orchard Street was completed with the installation 


of guardrail, widening of the road at the Bogastow Brook area and re- 
surfacing of same. 


. The construction of the salt storage shed, which was funded by State 


monies was completed. 


- The paving of the following areas with Type I Bituminous Concrete, by 


contract labor was completed during the calendar year 1980: Bow Street, 
Town Office Parking Area, Dean Street, Monroe Street, Oakview Avenue, 
portion of Ridge Street and salt storage shed area — same being funded 
by State aid monies. 


. Various Town roads were oiled/sealed to preserve the life of same by 


preventing erosion. This item was funded by State monies. 


- Two major water improvement projects were undertaken and completed 


during 1980 as follows: 


1. Installation and replacement of 1800 feet of 12 inch water main 
and appurtenances on Orchard Street and 2700 feet of 12 inch 
water main and appurtenances on Village Street. 


2. The cleaning and lining of water mains and appurtenances as follows: 
4300 feet of 8 inch and 10 inch water main on Curve and Union 
Streets, and 3200 feet of 12 inch water main on Main and Exchange 
Streets. 


The above projects were funded throngh a low interest loan obtained 
the Farmers Home Administration (FmHA). 


- A study to determine how many homes in Millis have water meters was 


conducted by Town forces. 
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8. A geohydrological investigation concerning possible additional ground 
water supplies for the Town of Millis was conducted by our water con- 
sultants, Anderson-Nichols, Inc., at the South End Pond Area. Same 
producing favorable recommendations/results relative to construction 
of a new water well at this site. 


9. A natural fieldstone faced wall was constructed at the veteran’s section 
of Prospect Hill Cemetery — with completion of same prior to Memorial 
Day of 1980. 


10. Roadways at Prospect Hill Cemetery were rebuilt with crushed bank q 
gravel being applied to same. i 

11. Installation of a chain link fence at the Town park was implemented 3 
by contract labor. 

12. Under construction, at this writing, is a soccer field located behind the = 


Mobil Station on Main Street — same being completed by Town forces 
with a minimum of contract labor, and a practice soccer field was 
graded and seeded on School Department property by Town forces. 


The above two projects were undertaken to alleviate the scheduling 
difficulties caused by the increased membership in the Town’s soccer program. 


13. The implementation of a Town tree nursery, by Department employees, 
was undertaken — 100 seedlings were purchased from the Middlesex 
Conservation District, at a minimum of cost to the Town, for nursery 5 
planting. This purchase and project was funded by the Tree Care Program.

Also funded by the Tree Care Program were the following: 


I. Shrubbery purchased and planted at Prospect Hill Cemetery and the 
Town’s war memorials. 


2. Several trees (flowering, maples and pin oaks) were purchased and 
planted at various locations throughout Town. 


3. Removal of twenty-seven dead and diseased trees and removal of 
Stumps. 


. In keeping with our ongoing program, sewer trunk lines were flushed on 


Curve Street, Exchange Street, downtown Main Street, and all lines 
leading to the schools. 


This Program was implemented in order to prevent sewer line blockages 
d eliminate sluggish wastewater flow. The Department hopes to continue 
this very beneficial program during the upcoming fiscal year.

1S. At present, the remaining life of the Town’s sanitary landfill is approxi- 
mately five years in its present state. However, an engineering study is 


veing conducted in order to implement methods to extend the life 
expectancy of this site, 


16. Wee for the Town of Millis, MA on the Facility Plan for the 
astewater Treatment Facility” was completed in October 1980 by our 
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wastewater consultant, Anderson-Nichols, Inc. This report endorses that 
the wastewater discharge from the Town of Millis be diverted to the 
Charles River Pollution Control District Plant, Medway, MA for treatment. 
This item will be presented as an article at the’81-’82 Annual Town 
Meeting. 
During the calendar year of 1980 the annual pumpage figure for our 
| three Town water wells was 253,394,000 gallons. We, again, urge all citizens 
to make the conservation of water of primary importance in their homes and 
business. 


The Board of Public Works would like to take this opportunity to 
express and extend our appreciation and gratitude to Superintendent Robert 
Leslie, General Foreman, Edward LaCroix, the employees of the Department 
of Public Works, our Secretary, Janet Collins, and senior clerk, Susan McKenney, 
for their outstanding work and constant support throughout the year. Our 
appreciation and thanks are also extended to the Board of Selectmen, Town 
Accountant, Town Counsel, Town Treasurer, other Town boards, departments 
and committees, all citizens of Millis and our families, whose cooperation and 
help enable us to continue serving the community to the best of our ability.

‘ommunity. Concentrating on this responsibility, we have hopes to provide 
the townspeople of Millis with a Life Course. Ideally, the 1% mile trail with 
"20 exercise stations along the way is set in an aesthetically-pleasing environment 
"@id is accessible to community members of all ages and all degrees of physical 
_ fitness. The trail and stations are designed to give a proper warm-up, good 
‘Workout, and then a cool down period in a self-paced, noncompetitive atmos- 
a, The Life Course offers youngsters and adults a form of healthful exercise 
"Which can be enjoyed for a lifetime. Community involvement can make the 
- Life Course a reality for Millis.

4 The youth of Millis are always special to the Recreation Department, 
"bringing enthusiasm, interest, and appreciation to all their activities enjoyed 
Ough recreation. The Department’s philosophy in offering youth programs 
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is to offer recreational opportunities to all youngsters regardless of ability in 
a particular area. We advocate development of skills in order to build confidence 
and self-esteem, along with enjoyment through recreation. 


Competition is a valuable part of recreation, helping’to teach sportsman- 
ship, team work, and personal achievement; however, it is our objective to 
keep competition on a low-key level in order to keep sight of our main goals. 
In recreation all youngsters should feel they are winners through participation, 
team relationships, activity and involvement. 


Successful established youth programs of 1980 were Fun "N Bowling, 
Red Sox games, Spring and Fall Soccer, a six week winter Soccer Clinic, and 
a trip to Rocky Point. 


Two new programs initiated this fall were a Youth Road Race for 
children in grades 3 to 8, and an Instructional Basketball Program which 
attracted over 80 boys and girls ranging from the 4th to the 8th grade. The 
basketball program featured a coaches clinic establishing a philosophy for the 
youth programs along with instruction on skills. The clinic also included a 
speaker on first-aid, highlighting athletic injuries. The program offers eleven 
weeks of instructional basketball along with a trip to a Celtics game. 


A special word on praise is deserved by all the townspeople who have 
helped make the Youth Soccer Program highly successful. The program brags 
of over 300 participants. Hopefully, the new soccer field will be ready for 
our 1981 season. This would enable our program to develop and improve. 


The Recreation Department would like to thank the Selectmen, School 
Department, Police Department, Fire Department, Library and D.P.W., along 
with the many volunteers who have joined our Department in demonstrating 
a strong community effort to provide quality recreational services.

REPORT OF 128 WEST RESOURCE RECOVERY COUNCIL 


Millis continues as an active member of the 128 West Resource Recovery iy 
Council, a voluntary association of communities in the central section of eastern — 


Massachusetts whose objective is to establish a cooperative solid waste disposal 
and resource recovery system. 


The negotiating committee of the 128 WRRC, with the assistance of the 
Massachusetts Bureau of Solid Waste Disposal (MBSWD) and consultants are 
finalizing 4 contract with Wheelabrator-Frye for the design, construction, and 
Operation of a regional Processing facility. Present plans include making copies — 
of the agreed upon contract available to officials of the member municipalities 
for their consideration and approval early in 1981. 
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In 1980 the people of Stoughton voted to reject Stoughton as a site for the 
plid waste disposal and recovery system. As a result Plainville has become the 
imary site for the facility. 


In October 1980 Millis established a committee to evaluate present land- 
fill costs and transfer-haul operational costs to a facility in Plainville. We hope 
fo place an article in the warrant of the 1981 Annual Town Meeting.

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REPORT OF THE MILLIS SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Regular meetings of the School Committee are held in the Middle-High , 
School faculty room on the first and third Tuesday of each month. 


The Office of the Superintendent of Schools which is located in the 
Middle-High School building is open from 7:45 a.m. to 3:45 p.m. daily, ex- 
clusive of holidays, Monday through Friday. The telephone number is 
376-2934. 


The members of the School Committee met as a corporate body, with 
the Superintendent of Schools, thirty times at regularly scheduled meetings 
for the purpose of conducting school business. In addition, sub-committees 
met on more than thirty occasions on matters that pertained to negotiations, 
finances, or discipline. The schedule of a School Committee member is a busy 
one. 


At the annual election in May, Robert Healy was elected to a three year 
term. Gordon Healy was elected by the High School student body to serve as 
the School Committee Student Representative, and the Millis Teachers’ Associa- 
tion appointed Dorothy Howley and Richard Keen to represent the Teachers’ 
Association at School Committee Meetings. 


Following the Town election, the School Committee organized as follows: 
Walter A. Alessi, re-elected Chairperson; Edna M. Neville, re-elected Secretary; 
Thomas J. Burke, Jr., Associate Member; Robert Healey, Associate Member; 
and Patricia M. Sjogren Associate Member. 


Early in May, Thomas J. Burke, Jr. resigned for personal reasons, thus 
creating a vacancy on the Board. In accordance with the law, the School Com- 
mittee and the Selectmen met and appointed Dr. Hamed El-Bisi to fill the 
vacancy until the next annual election. Dr. El-Bisi is currently serving as an 
Associate Member of the School Committee. 


The members of the School Committee continued to expend much energy 
in their deliberations to finalize a budget that is commensurate with the needs 
of the community. In addition to those issues, the School has had to address ¢ 
itself to the issue of Proposition 24% which is expected to haye an impact on 
the budget of the next fiscal year. In anticipation of expected budget cuts, the 
Committee has developed an opinion survey which should reflect the values 
and priorities of the citizenry in relation to Educational costs and programs. 

It should be noted that the Survey will be released in January and some indica- 
tion of the priorities of the community will emerge, but not until after the 
deadline for this report is required. We urge you, therefore, to look for the 
results in a release via a special publication. 


F The School Committee continues to devote considerable time and energy 
in policy matters that relate to curriculum, the operation and maintenance of 


the plants, negotiations, legislative mandates, and funds from the federal 
government. 
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Mention should also be made of the pride that the School Committee, as 


well as the community, have in the student achievements, particularly this past 
ar! 


During the Year of the Child, for example, the staff was recognized for 

planned programs involving children from the Clyde Brown School (K-2) 

_ by the Mass. Teachers Association. The High School Band received several 
swards for its outstanding performances. Among them are: Jazz Ensemble 

# yrs. District Champion, New England Divisional Champion and State Cham- 

pions); Concert Band (Ist Place in Division III of the Mass. Instrumental 

ductors Association). The athletic teams afforded the Town considerable 

Z ation for their accomplishments. The varsity cheerleaders were first in 

"the competition in the Tri-Valley League cheerleading competition; the track 
eam won the Class C State Title; the football team won the Tri-Valley League 

Mootball competition, Division IV State Champions and Super Bowl Champions 
he baseball team qualified for the state baseball tournament. 


Collective bargaining and arbitration issues are also items that must be 
ddressed annually. This year agreements were reached with the following 
sociations: Food Services (2 years), Secretaries (3 years), Bus Drivers (1 year), 
dministrators (3 years), Custodians (2 years). The Teachers Association Agree- 
ent must be re-negotiated in preparation for the next school year. 


Grievances and arbitration cases have evolved around issues related to 
emmity leayes, seniority, early retirement, and compensation for vacation. 


The Committee has organized its meetings to allow time for selected 
departments to present and apprise the Committee members of current trends 
"aiid developments in the specific curriculum areas. This year, reports were 
presented in foreign language, science, mathematics, social studies, and the 
ecial education program of the Tri-Valley Collaborative. 


Program grants through federally funded programs are still available and 
he school system has benefitted from those funds. Allocation of funds which 
mld not normally be appropriated have been forwarded to the schools as a 
of concerted efforts by staff members. Among the fully funded programs 


Title I ($27,241) — Provides for an increase in services in mathematics 
d reading at the K-8 levels. 


Title IV-B ($43,800) — This fully funded project has enabled the school 
it to appoint a therapeutic teacher, a full-time adaptive physical 

m teacher, a first grade aide, a kindergarten aide, some secretarial 
istance and some instructional materials, as well as provisions for an evalua- 
ion of the programs offered. 


P.L. 94-482 ($6,337) — This program focused on occupational programs 
labling the school system to provide additional consumer services. This year 
€ focus is on the business education program, providing for expanded com- 
luter education services. 
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The Schoo] Committee has carefully examined its maintenance program 
and has taken steps to accelerate its energy saving plans. The Committee has 
had installed a new expansion tank for the boiler system at the Memorial 
School; a new hot water tank at the Clyde Brown School; a computer Building © 
Operations Service System at the Middle-High School; and has reduced Kilo- 
watt consumption in all buildings. 


In addition, it has worked cooperatively with the Board of Selectmen 
and the Board of Public Works in an attempt to alleviate play field needs for 
the youth of the community. The School Committee has granted permission 
for the reconstruction of a section of land beyond the football practice field, 
approximately 60’ x 100’, to be used for field hockey, youth soccer, and any 
other recreational uses as deemed feasible by the School Committee. Also, 
some school land in the area of the Clyde Brown School is being used as part 
of a regulation size soccer field on land recently purchased by the Town. 


The Committee has granted the Little League Officials permission to 
extend the fence on the school-owned Little League field. The field is main- 
tained by the personnel of Little League. 


Establishing school policy is a matter of deep concern to each School 
Committee member. This year it focused on several matters. Among them are:

After the prayer law was ruled unconstitutional, the moment of silent 
meditation policy was implemented. 


School lunch costs were increased to meet the escalating food prices. 

Driver Education classroom and behind-the-wheel fees were increased. 

Stipends for substitute teachers were increased. 

Class size at the high school was re-examined. 

The transportation of students to school was revised. 

Fees for Adult Education courses were increased. 

Costs for transporting Vocational Education students beyond secondary 
education programs were eliminated. 


It should be noted that Mary Barrett announced her retirement effective 
in June, 1980 after forty years of devoted and dedicated service to the youth 


of the community. A separate section relative to her retirement has been pre- 
pared for your information. 


The Committee also acknowledges Frank Keaney for his nine years of 


Service as 4 School Committee member, Mr. Keaney decided not to run for 
reelection.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Herewith is presented my sixth annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 
Tt is the eighty-ninth report in a series of school reports which began in 1892. 


_ The one issue which has preoccupied the citizens of the Commonwealth 
‘of Massachusetts, is the Referendum Question Number 2, commonly referred 
_ to as Proposition 2%, the Tax Limitation Act. The passage requires the amend- 
ment of a number of Massachusetts statutes. The ramifications of Proposition 
| 2%, as it relates to education in the Millis Public Schools, is the amendment 
to the Massachusetts General Law chapter 71 section 34 which provides for the 
abolition of the fiscal autonomy of School Committees. 


Many questions are raised about the new law, but since the property tax 
sions have not yet been determined at this writing, the full impact of 
Froposition 2% will not be felt until communities begin planning the budget 
for fiscal year 1982. Decisions must be focused on issues such as labor relations 
‘xtra curricular activities, class size, special education and other mandated 
“expenditures, transportation, academic programs and school-related services. 


The Massachusetts Department of Education has adopted the “Policy on 
‘Basic Skills Improvement.” The purpose of this regulation is to assist students 
“achieving mastery of basic skills prior to high school graduation through the 
“Provision of appropriate curriculum, instruction and evaluation. 


> 


The development of the Basic Skills Improvement Plan for the Millis 
- Schools was developed through a series of meetings with Administrators, 
Goordinators, Chairpersons, Department Heads, teachers and members of the 

co ity. The basic skills areas to be tested are mathematics, reading and 
"Waiting in grades 3, 5 and 8. Specific objectives have been established, and the 
‘Plans will be completed during the current school year. 


The Administration and staff recognized the need for curriculum and 
development. Guidelines were prepared which provided the opportunity 
any teacher or group of teachers wishing to pursue a curriculum writing 
to develop a statement of need to be presented to a review panel for 
proval. The School Committee approved three curriculum writing proposals. 


The first of the proposals is called the Language and Learning Center, 
program which has been developed from an expressed need to service better 
ecial needs children in grades K-2. It has enabled the school department to 
4 program for these children in their own school community environ- 

Ment rather than transport them to another town at considerable expense. 


The second of the curriculum projects prepared was a math readiness 

am designed primarily to provide teachers in grades K-2 with a form 

may be used as a guide in planning daily lessons. It also presents to all 
mibers of the professional staff an overview of the complete early elementary 
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The third project was the development of a Middle School Music & Medi 
Curriculum designed and structured to include units, goals, student achievement — 
objectives, suggested activities, source materials, and evaluation of the program é 
in each of the Middle School grades 6, 7 and 8. 


Curriculum projects completed during the school year included: Health : 
Curriculum programs for grades 3, 4 and 5 in the Memorial School and grade 7 — 
in the Middle School; an Elementary Science Curriculum program for grades , 
K-5; and, from the Tri-Valley Collaborative for special education students, a 
guide to social skills development. 


In conuunction with the Department of Mental Health, funds have been 
made available to develop a Drug & Alcohol Education Training Program for 
teachers in the Millis Public Schools. Separate twelve-week courses at 244 hours _ 
per session have been prepared for elementary and secondary teachers on the ‘ 
techniques of dealing adequately with the type of drugs and alcohol. More than _ 
thirty-five teachers are pursuing the courses. 


Although a listing of the Goals and Objectives for this school year as pre- 
pared by the Administration and Staff, would be too lengthy to insert in an Z 
annual report, mention should be made of the efforts of the Administration ‘ 
and the Staff to achieve those goals before the end of the school year. Among — 
them are: developing and expanding the gifted program at Clyde Brown School; — 
promoting and supporting activities which are conducted at the Memorial i 
School; completing the testing and recommending remediation in the basic skills — 
of reading, mathematics and writing; planning a pre-vocational program focusing © 
on a group of 15-20 high risk students operating a school-based business enter- 
prise at the Middle School; developing an in-service training program for the 4 
staff on procedures for in-house computer attendance, grade reporting and 
scheduling on the high school level, and developing a public relations brochure 
for parents K-8 in the area of guidance and counselling. 


Coordinators play a very important role in the development of a sequential 


and articulated program for the system K-12. Excerpts from some of the reports 
are as follows: ‘ 


Art — The Art department has enhanced its program with the addition of j 
an artistically gifted and talented Program in the Clyde Brown and Middle : 
Schools. A “Student of the Week” program has been initiated at the Middle 
School. On the High School level, because of an increasing number of art majo 
4 portfolio program has been developed. 


Reading — On the High School level, a Reading laboratory system is being — 
proposed under a Title IV-B federal grant. Offerings will include a basic skills 
Program and an advanced section for college bound students. The Middle School 
schedule will be revised to provide more time and individual instruction for 


seventh grade students, A Reading-English committee has been formed to inte- 
grate the two subjects in grades 7 and 8. 
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Mathematics — Emphasis this year has been on formulating the Basic 
Improvement Plan . . . During the year a unified vocabulary of math terms 
has been stressed . . . One period a week was devoted to college board review 
‘for those students planning to take the examinations. . . There is a need to 
expand the computer science program to accommodate an increased number 

f students interested in computers. Computer science courses should be made 
able to all under classmen and eventually to Middle School students... 
than 80% of the students are enrolled in mathematics elective courses. 


Music — The High School Band made its first “‘air-trip” to Disney World 
m Orlando, Florida . . . The inclusion of a “Suzuki violin” course was intro- 
duced in January . . . The grade 6 Band performed at Scituate in one of the 

st Elementary School Festivals to be held in the area . . . Fourth and fifth 

€ concerts were presented last spring . . . More than 562 students partici- 

din a performance group this year. 


: Physical Education — Since the reorganization of the High School and 
Middle School, the Physical Education programs have been functioning very 
“smoothly. All classes are conducted in the gymnasium while the exercise room 
is used exclusively for weight training and exercise programs. This arrangement 


Audio Visual — The accomplishments have been broadened to include a 
atic card file for video tapes, a studio production for Middle and High 
ol students, and a computerized inventory format. 


The School Department has been preparing for Cable T.V. The A.V. 
dinator is currently serving on a Town Committee to study the installation 
i Cable T.V. in the community. The fruition of such a plan will enable the 
hool system to interlock by cable loops which could then afford the commun- 
y more educational programming via in-house productions in the years ahead. 


_ School maintenance and repairs continue to be a concern to the staff. 

All schools require considerable expenditures for plumbing, wiring, glass repairs, 
‘Bghiting and draperies. In addition, all are aware of the need for energy conserva- 
on. Considerable savings in expenditures have been realized because of the 
erative efforts of the staff. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the members of the 
Committee for their direction and dedication. Their decisions have always 
een in the best interest of the young people. I also wish to give recognition to 

| Staff members, and to the town officials for their cooperation and suggestions.

The Pupil Personnel Services Department continues to provide a wide 
range of ancillary services to the school department with support personnel 
assigned to all buildings. A continued effort is being made to meet the mandates 
of Chapter 766 and provide quality special education services to our students 
within the buildings and to our students who attend specialized programs out- ~ 
side the confines of the school buildings. :

Over the past year I have seen a tremendous need for the continued 4 
maintenance of effort in the area of counseling services for all students. It is 
without question that the societal changes we see all around us such as, the 
changes in family life and varied life styles have had a great impact on public 
education. We now deal with students from extremely diverse backgrounds and 4 
circumstances that far surpass what schools were accustomed to dealing with 
even a few short years ago. The schools have been called a microcosm of | 
society and the challenges ahead of us in the 80’s are evident to all. . 


In the past year our department has spent a considerable amount of time 7 
assisting with the school reorganization and improving our services within the 
context of the new building alignment. Much time has been spent working with 


staff in order to facilitate learning in whatever way possible. : 


The Pupil Personnel Services Department has also emphasized a working 
relationship with other agencies such as; The Massachusetts Rehabilitation Com- 
mission, The Department of Social Services, The Division of Youth Services, 
The Department of Public Health, The Department of Mental Health, The = 
Wrentham District Court and The Millis Police Department. This list of collab- 
orating agencies in and of itself may give you some understanding of the 
complexity of problems that our youth are dealing with. The schools are, in 
fact, the “least common denominator” in terms of dealing with these diverse 


problems simply because all youth attend school and outside difficulties in- 
evitably affect school performance, 


An independent evaluation of Services was conducted this past year and 
the results were very favorable. Follow-up discussions and planning is being 
undertaken to strengthen our programs for the future. 


As in the past, federal grants have been written and federal money has 


allowed for program development in all of the buildings. Over the past three 
years, well over $100,000 has been accessed and close to $50,000 will be 
Noms next year. | am particularly pleased with the success of the alternative _ 
tg ane Program at the Clyde Brown School which was made possible in part — 
by a teacher aide funded by federal special education dollars. Also, the pilot 
Nguage and Learning Center at the C lyde Brown School which provides for 
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nsive educational and language remediation for selected students is a program 
bat I believe will have lasting educational benefits for its participants. 

ae In summation, the Pupil Personnel Services Department will continue to 
ASSESS and further develop supportive services programs to meet the needs of 
‘our varied student population in an effort to meet the individual needs of 

| each student.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
This is my sixth annual report to the Town of Millis. 


The enrollment for the current school year as of October 1, 1980, for 
| grades 9 through 12 is 450. This reflects a decrease of 28 students at the high 
_ level from a year ago. 


4 In our first full year as a separate high school and middle school, many 
Of the concerns regarding housing have been laid to rest. Everything is of a very 
_ positive nature, and there is little or no interaction between high school and 
“middle school students. 


_ Representatives from the community, staff, student council, and the 
tation met weekly to formulate a new student handbook for the high 
|. This effort coupled with a school committee task force to review 
ipline codes and eligibility requirements led to acceptance of the revised 
indent handbook this Fall. 
‘ Basic skills minimum competency testing is being implemented for the 
time in Millis and tests will be administered to eighth graders in the Spring 
1981. Testing during this first year will take place in the areas of reading, 
_ Writing and mathematics. In order to establish a basis for the local minimum 
"standard, a sample exam was administered this Spring in the areas of writing 
mathematics. In addition to the testing, remediation is planned for those 
dents who do not meet standards. 


A planned teacher/student advisory program received a minor setback 
hen a grant for consultant funds was deferred until next year due to a lack 
bt available funds. The grant request shall be re-submitted in May of 1981 for 
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Through the efforts of Mr. Michael Cangi, computer science teacher, and 
Mrs. Alice O’Regan, business department head, a project entitled “Project Wid 
Range Technology” was submitted to the Division of Occupational Education 
for funding under P.L. 94-482. The project received approval as a multi-year 
program and increases our computer science facility to expand its teaching 
capability by fifty percent. This equipment also provides us the capability of 
doing our own scheduling, grade reporting, and attendance in-house, thereby 
increasing our efficiency in these areas as well as eliminating those monies 
being expended for an outside service. The major goal of the project, however, 4 
is to provide students a full range of skill building in the business and com- 
puter science areas spanning entry level skills to programming skills as they 
involve computer accounting, word processing, etc.

The American Field Service Foreign Exchange program continues to 
fluorish as we welcomed our third exchange student to Millis this summer. The _ 
student, Miss Nadine Blumberg, is living with her American parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Michael Coito and family of Farm Street in Millis.

Our special education program continues to improve in identifying and 
treating special needs of our students which include learning disabilities, 
counseling, and speech therapy.

Special needs students are being scheduled in a more streamlined fashion so 
that their needs are being met by fewer specialists who know the individual 
child better. Our Title I reading and math remedial specialists continue to 
provide excellent individual and small group instruction to those students 
who need that extra attention.

REPORT OF THE CLYDE F. BROWN SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


An area of concern to the local taxpayer has been the student enrollment 
the local school system. Although many city systems are in the process of 
img school buildings, the Millis enrollment appears to be closely following 
national trend toward a slight increase in the birth rate. 


This year the kindergarten class is the largest in many years with a total 
130 students. The first grade has a total of 101, and the second grade has 
6 for a grand total of 325, only three students less than in the previous year. 


For a school to remain vibrant and meet the needs of the students, it 

must continually review and update each course of study. This year, five 

“embers of the Clyde Brown staff drafted a K-2 math curriculum during the 
Summer months. Mrs. Catherine Travers represented kindergarten, Mrs. Dorothy 

2 ey and Mrs. Mary Jane Simpson represented grade one, Mrs. Ruth Swanson 
@id Mrs. Susanne Smith represented grade two. This new curriculum was 
Gesigned to provide teachers with a guide to create daily lesson plans as well as 

© correlate math with music, science and nutrition. A greater stress was placed 

8 metrics. Included in the curriculum were many pages of resources, alterna- 

ive instructional media, numerous outlines for math games, and a sequence 
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of study. The committee plans to continually update materials, activities and 
task cards and continue the math curriculum as an ongoing project of the ~ 
Clyde F. Brown staff. 


All first and second grade teachers have been involved in a six session 
course under the guidance of Mr. Andrew Salerno, science coordinator for the 
Millis schools. This course is providing the teachers with a greater understanding 
and better expertise for the present “Hands On” approach to science instruc- 
tion including the use of SCIS materials, such as interaction systems using 
pulleys, chemicals, electricity, and experiments with air and liquids. 


The Clyde Brown School continues with its educational and informative 
programs. Safety is an important adjunct to the students’ total education. 
This is stressed through the safety unit of study along with filmstrip presenta- 
tions by Officer Baima, school safety officer, on subjects such as bus safety, 
winter sports safety, and spring/summer swimming safety. Each first grade 
classroom visits the fire station during National Fire Safety Week. Other pro- 
grams include a Kindergarten Orientation in September, Open House for first 
and second grades and a separate Open House for parents of kindergarten 
students, Lunch with Parents for first graders, and a Kindergarten Awareness 
Program in the spring for the parents of future kindergarten pupils. 


Field trips are a prime source of new experiences for the primary students 
and provide a broader knowledge of the local area with trips to the Millis 
Public Library, McDonald’s, Dowse Apple Farm, Milford Hospital, Natick 
Planetarium, Millborn Farm, Norfolk Agricultural School and a dentist’s office. 


For several years we have had an academically talented program for 
first and second graders in order to provide these students with opportunities § 
to foster creativity and productive thinking through enrichment projects. This 
year, we implemented an art class and a choral group for students inclined in 
these directions. The Junior Great Books Reading and Discussion Program at . 
the Series II level was presented twice during the school year for advanced id 
second grade readers. Mrs. Levy, our reading specialist, was discussion leader 
for this program of thirty pupils. 


Telezonia is a short course of study to acquaint the pupils in the proper 
-use of the telephone. The materials are loaned to the school by New England 
Telephone Company and make it possible to simulate real dialing situations 
wherein children learn to initiate calls, answer the phone correctly and politely, 
and communicate in an emergency. A film demonstrates several emergency 
Situations and illustrates correct telephoning procedures. 


Parent volunteers continue to carry out many needed functions at the 
school, They chaperone field trips, staff the CFB library making it a practical, 
functional, motivating educational tool, aid the teachers in classrooms and 
provide refreshments for holiday parties, “Helping Hands” is also a parent 
volunteer program, which provides an emergency stop for pupils on their way 
to and from school. Our School Book Fair, which is becoming an annual event, 
is staffed by volunteers. The CFB Parent Advisory Council sponsored a get- 
acquainted tea for parents and teachers in the Fall. 
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i In May, the Clyde Brown staff received a very significant award along 

) with individual certificates of recognition from the Massachusetts Teachers 
Association. In honor of “The International Year of the Child Fair,” which 

we presented last year, Mrs. Carol Bivans, Mrs. Mary March, and Mrs. Mary 
Alice Scott accepted the award from Rep. Margaret Heckler at a presentation 
‘dinner in Boston. The plaque reads, “In recognition of the outstanding contri- 
‘bution to understanding among all peoples.” 


The month of May was designated by Gov. King as “Family Month.” 
‘During that time, three first grade teachers, Mrs. Dorothy Howley, Mrs. Mary 
Jane Simpson, and Mrs. Jane Walker were awarded certificates for honoring 
“Save the Child Day” on May first by presenting May baskets and a songfest 
‘program to the members of Kennedy Terrace. Other celebrations honoring 
Family Month were a “Picnic in the Park” for CFB pupils, their parents and 
felatives, and an art project entitled “Love the Family.” 


The playground materials installed two years ago continue to be of great 
‘terest to the children during recess, occasional physical education periods, 
‘@ad after school. These wooden structures remain in excellent condition and 
Rave not required any maintenance at all. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the School Committee, 
“Mr. Vellante, a hard working and cooperative staff, and the many parents who 
“dided in making the school year so enriching and successful for our students.

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REPORT OF TRI-CCOUNTY REGIONAL VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL 
SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The year 1980 was a landmark year inasmuch as it was the year that 
‘Tri-County graduated its first class. To be sure, it was a memorable occasion 
for the graduates, but particularly satisfying to the Committee as the attain- 
ment of another major goal. In retrospect it was a good year. 


We were pleased to note that on a daily basis adult residents of the 
district visited Tri-County and very often commented on the high morale of 
‘students and staff. More than at any time in the past a certain pride has been 
‘im evidence and an indication that school can be an enjoyable place in which 
to work and learn. 


Realizing that a full accounting is not possible in the space allowed, this 
feport will, as in the past, attempt to inform all residents regarding the 
@ctivities and achievements of Tri-County as they relate to students and 
educational programs. 


Vocational Department 


All of the vocational areas have been involved in expanding and increasing 
both the amount and type of work that assists towns in the district. Of 
Significant note has been the complete remodeling of the old town hall in 
‘Franklin. This project perhaps best exemplifies the collaboration of several 
‘shops working under the direction of one. Plant Maintenance students co- 
“ordinated the efforts of Plumbing, Electricity, Painting & Decorating, Carpentry, 
2nd Masonry. The latter two departments have also worked closely in com- 
pleting two storage buildings for the Town of Millis. 


The interior walls of Tri-County display the skills of students in Painting 
_& Decorating and these murals add greatly to the bright and exciting atmos- 
_ phere of the school. 


4 Cabinetmaking and the Metal Trades continue to produce quality items 
_ that are sold at a considerable savings to residents of the district through the 
__ DE. school store.

Many areas in the technical department continue to service the members 
, et the district communities. Various groups and organizations utilize the Cos- 
_ Metology Salon, the Culinary Arts, and the Graphic Arts Departments. 


Fi A new dimension has been added to the Child Care Program. Twice a 
honth a group of toddlers ranging in age from eighteen months to thirty 
aonths spend an hour of pleasant interaction with Child Care students. 
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Commercial Art has also been able to expand its curriculum through a 
generous government grant for the development of a “Multi Image”’ productio 


program.

A close working relationship has been established with Digital Equipment t 
Corporation in anticipation of the completion of the Digital plant in Franklin. t 
Four students in the Electronics course are involved in a co-operative work 
experience at the Maynard facility. 


The technical programs have gained stability and strength in the three 
years of Tri-County’s operation. This past year has been a time of building 
and expanding on that foundation in order to offer students the diversity of 
skills to make them employable. 


Academic Department 


The academic curricula continues to prepare students for both a future 
in the work place as well as a post secondary education. The graduating class 
of 1980 saw 13% of its members enter a post secondary educational program 
of study. 


Two areas of major impact this year were the Reading and Basic Skills : 
programs. Our Reading program has demonstrated significant impact on the 
reading comprehension level of those students Participating in the program. 

The Basic Skills program has brought together students, parents, teachers, and 
employers for the purpose of reviewing existing curricula and contributing 

input toward curricula revision. All freshmen students will be tested in the ; 
Fall to determine their competence in the basic skills areas of reading, writing, 
and mathematics. The results of this testing, along with continued community 


involvement, will assist in determining the future course of our academic 
curricula. 


Special Needs Department 


The Special Needs program at Tri-County has continued to implement 
Mass. Chapter 766 and Federal Law P.L. 94-142, by providing a free and 
appropriate public education for pupils enrolled at Tri-County. 


_There has been some continued expansion of the program with the 
addition of another special needs teacher and a teacher aide. Another avenue 
of expansion was to begin work with some member communities in the 


development of some occupational training options for special needs students 
Outside of Tri-County. 


Job placement of students enrolled in substantially separate programs 3 
has begun with three pupils placed in co-op jobs. They will receive supervision — 


on the job from their employers and from the school to assure a smooth Z 
transition to the world of work. 


We are looking forward to the addition of a vocational resource teacher 
= January Of 1981. This position is being funded with federal vocational : 
: ucation funds and should be a welcome addition to our staff. This will allow 
or additional assistance to vocational teachers in working with special needs 
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eindeats. The key to effectiveness of the special needs program is directly 
a ‘related to the success of the regular education program. The more that can be 
done to assist the classroom teacher, the more successful all pupils will be. 


Guidance Department 

The Guidance Department has presented slide-sound depicting Tri-County 
‘programs to all Grade 8 students in the nine town district. Applications were 
processed and 300 Freshmen were accepted in September for the 1980-81 
school year. Tri-County now has 1196 students in Grades 9 through 12, 62 of 
which are residents of the Town of Millis. 


Of the 240 June graduates, 14 were from the Town of Millis and of that 
number 13 have been employed and | has gone on to higher education. 


The Cooperative Education Program which allows seniors, who have a B 
ayerage or better, to work in their Trade or technical skill every other week 
has averaged 100 students each year. 


This program benefits both the employer and the employee. The Co-op 
program involves all programs at Tri-County except Cosmetology students who 
are not eligible because of hourly requirements. 


Tests available to students at Tri-County are: The Armed Services Apti- 
tude Test Battery, PSAT’s, SAT’s, Massachusetts Basic Competency Tests, and 
the SRA Achievement Tests. 


The schoo] immunization records of new students were reviewed under 
newly enforced regulations of the Department of Public Health. No students 
were exclused for failure to comply with these regulations. 


Tuberculosis screening by Mantoux testing was given to ninety-eight 
employees whose test dates had expired. Ten students enrolled in the Child 
Cae Program were also screened. 


Mrs. Gallishaw, school nurse, is preparing for the implementation of a 


iewly mandated postural screening (Scoliosis) program which will begin in 


the Fall of 1981. 


_ Adult Evening Program 


Nineteen trade preparation and trade extension programs were offered to 
Over three hundred district residents. Of that number, 21 were residents of 
Millis. 

Most courses operated for ten weeks, three hours per night, two evenings 
a week. Some of the more popular programs are in session for four nights

Career Education 
The career education laboratory was very active this year. Approximately — 
3,000 students from Tri-County and the member towns have used the facilities — 
and the MOIS computer for occupational information. In addition, a career 
day was held for 1700 eighth grade students. Eighteen companies participated 
in a job fair at Tri-County last April. The object was to encourage employment _ 
of graduating seniors at our school and the six towns that participated. : 


It is with a deep sense of regret that we announce the resignation of 
Mr. Loring Maxwell, Area Coordinator, and the person most responsible for 
the many services provided to member towns by the career education lab. 


At this time, it appears that impending financial constraints will not 
allow us to continue this innovative and valuable service. 


Jewelry Program 


An evening jewelry skills training program was completed this year. 
Thirty-five students participated in this course which provided training in hand 
engraving, patternmaking, or stone setting. The program was funded by a 
vocational education grant of $43,000; an additional grant of $8,000 has been 
received to commence a day program. 


C.E.T.A. 


Four C.E.T.A. training programs were completed during the year. Pro- 
grams after school hours were operated with Hopedale C.E.T.A. funding in 
Plant Maintenance and Welding. These courses had twenty-four participants. 
Summer programs held under the auspices of Norwood C.E.T.A. provided 
training for twenty individuals in Electronics and Machine Operation. 


Student Advisory Council 


The sixteen members of the Student Advisory Council at Tri-County 
have had a busy year representing the students before the school administration 
and the school committee. Representatives have attended the SAC meetings 
in West Boylston monthly and participated in leadership training sponsored 
by the Mass. State Department of Education. The representatives were respon- — 
sible for organizing and Overseeing class elections, selection of DAR Good 
Citizen, Tri-County student identification cards, plus other activities. Together — 
with the class officers, they established an annual School Spirit Award. This 
award will be presented annually to the class that has the most school spirit. 


Graduation

deat: 80. Two hundred forty students received diplomas and trade certifi- 
cates from Mr, Hoegler, Chairperson of the 179-80 School Committee, The 
music was provided by the Southeastern Mass.

Distributive Education Student in National Competition 


Tri-County, which has only been active in the Distributive Education Club 
‘of America for three years, was honored to have a senior, Kristin Williamson of 
Medfield, represent the school at the National D.E. Conference held in Miami, 
Florida during the week of June 20, 1980. This is the first time that Tri-County 
has ever been represented by a student in an educational competition on a 
ational level. 


Both written and oral activities tested the students’ knowledge in Mathe- 
matics, Management, Sales, and Human Relations. She was also able to meet 
and socialize with leaders in the business world. 


The guest speaker at the banquet was Frank Borman, President of Eastern 
Airlines and former Apollo astronaut. More than 5000 students representing 
every state were present to hear his address. 


Drama Club 


The Tri-County Drama Club, under the direction of Ms. Rogier, Mr. 
DAttilo, and Mr. Conley, presented a one-act play entitled “Home at Six” 
for the student body on May 7 and 8, 1980. Student performers were from 
the Senior class only, but in future years the drama club will be open to 
all grades. 


The set for the play was designed by the Plant Maintenance Department 
and was constructed by students in the Painting & Decorating Department. 
Cosmetology students took on the responsibility for stage make-up; and for 
costumes, the Drama Club enlisted the aid of students enrolled in Fashion 


Athletic Department 
TriCounty Athletic teams participated in a variety of interscholastic 


‘Sports, competing in the Colonial Athletic League. This league is comprised 
of 2 number of regional vocational schools. The 1980 sports calendar has 


_ been an exciting time period for the still developing sports program at Tri- 


‘County. There were many individual and team accomplishments during the 
1980 sports campaign. 


Individually many athletes excelled in their fields. Jim Thomas of Wal- 
pole and Paula DeRois of No. Attleboro were named to the Colonial League’s 


_ All-Star Basketball teams. Jayne Clive of Medway displayed her fine talents, 


finishing in the top ten in the 300-yard dash during the Mass. State Track 
and Field Championships. Peter Rogers of Medfield became the first athlete 


at Tri-County to have his number retired by the school. Peter let the state 
ii scoring, was named to many of the area’s all-star teams, and was the topic 


Of a feature article which appeared in the Boston Globe. 
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Team honors in 1980 were captured by the Soccer, Cross-Country, and 
Spring Track teams. Each team finished first in league-sponsored champion- 
ships, bringing to Tri-County the school’s first championship banners. 


The Boxing Program hosted the East Coast Junior Olympic Champion- 
ships last Spring. Tri-County boxer Troy Roberts competed in the finals of 
his class-weight only to lose an exciting match. 


On the intramural level, Tri-County students and faculty members 
participated in tournaments in volleyball, softball, and badminton. 


Bloodmobiles — 1980 


Tri-County has been actively supportive of the American Red Cross by 
hosting two bloodmobiles during the 1980 school year. The regularly scheduled 
blood donation drive in February resulted in 95 pints of blood being collected. 
An emergency request before Thanksgiving was well received by the staff and 
students and 69 pints of blood were added to the depleted supply of the 
Northeast Region. 


New Officers 


In July 1980, the School Committee reorganized and Mr. John Hurley 
of Medway was elected Chairman. Mr. Sidney F. Hatch of Walpole was elected 
Vice-Chairman and Mr. Frank DeLucia of Franklin was elected Secretary. 


New Energy Conservation Controls 


After a thorough investigation, Tri-County installed a micro-computer 
which automatically monitors existing heating, cooling, ventilation, and lighting 
equipment in various locations throughout the building to predetermined 
settings. 


The computer stores up to seven days’ history on building energy con- 
sumption, temperatures, and actual per hour costs of operation. A visible 
check is readily available showing increased consumption and costs in any 
section of the building which is indicative of waste or malfunction of equipment. 


The computer is monitored by a separate relay circuit which answers 
fail-safe operation. The relay circuit automatically returns all controls to normal 
settings in the event of computer failure. 


Site Improvement 


During the month of July 1980, Tri-County School Committee adver- 
tised for bidders to install drains around the school football field, prepare the 
running track for resurfacing, install new track, and reshape several slopes. 


; Seventeen construction companies submitted bids, The Narragansett 
as oath Company of Providence, Rhode Island was awarded the contract 
ow bidder, Work began on August 23 and was completed in mid-October.

\ For the second consecutive year, the assessment to the Town of Millis 

has been reduced. In Fiscal Year 1980, the assessment was reduced by 36.2% 

again by another 19.2% in Fiscal 1981. These unusual reductions, in a 

time of severe inflation, were primarily the result of school aid being received 

er and above the normal reimbursement amounts. The present assessment 
$92,710.63 to the Town of Millis represents a real per pupil cost of only 

51,495.00. We are pleased that the cost is far below any other regional 

ocational school in the Commonwealth; however, we do feel an obligation 

fo inform you that, because reimbursement monies will be much less in 

future years, assessments will be higher. 


In conclusion, we wish to express our sincere appreciation to all residents 
Millis for your support of vocational technical education and to assure you 
that this Committee will continue to provide the best possible educational 
ervices at the least possible cost.
